Mansfield 
lost and set another cloture 
vote the following day. 

This time the Mansfield 
forces were routed totally and 
threw in the sponge, gaining 
a face saving agreement that 
the Senate Rules Committee 
would do something about a 
campaign financing bill after 
Christmas and the first of the 
year. 

Why any political party or 
candidate for office is entitled 
to make a run at taxpayers’ 
expense sort of boggles the 
mind. If the party or the in- 
dividual can’t raise sufficient 
honest funds on its own, then 
it has no reason to either be 
in business or to run for of- 
fice. Certainly the average 
citizen doesn’t owe anyone a 
free ride. There is enough of 
that nonsense in other ways 
as it is.

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Analysis Available On Use Of 
Vehicles In California Deserts 


SACRAMENTO — The USS. 
Bureau of Land Management has 
announced the availability of an 
environmental analysis record 
for the interim critical 
management program for 
recreation vehicle use of the 
California Desert. 

J.R. Penny, California state 
director for BLM, said the 
500-page document may be 
inspected at the California State 
office, Riverside, and at 
Bakersfield District offices of 
BLM. A few copies are available 
for purchase at the cost of 
printing, $10 per copy, from the 
same Offices. 

The environmental analysis 
record contains the detailed 


environmental analyses made in 
preparation of BLM’s critical 
management program for 
recreation vehicle use of the 
desert, alternatives which were 
considered, processes used, and 
descriptions of the environments 
covered by the program. 

The program, which became 
effective on November 1, 
provides for management of the 
growing use of 12 million acres 
of national resource lands of 
California desert by vehicles. It 
is designed to eliminate resource 
and use conflicts, protect human 
life and property, and halt the 
destruction. of resources in the 
face of the tremendous growth 
of recreation vehicle use of these 
lands. 


Bob Mathias Urges Committee To 
Complete Investigation By Feb. 15 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Ina 
letter to House Judiciary 
Committee Chairman Peter 
Rodino (D-N.J.), Congressman 
Bob Mathias has urged the 
Judiciary committee to 
complete its investigation of the 
charges made against President 
Richard Nixon and “report a Bill 
of Impeachment to the House of 
Representatives or report that 
there is insufficient evidence to 
charge the President” by 
February 15, 1974 and no later 
than March 1, 1974. 

As Mathias explained in his 
letter, the committee has a $1 
million budget to conduct the 
necessary investigation, a staff of 
31 attorneys which is expected 
to increase to nearly 50, access 
to the evidence already gathered 
by the Watergate Grand Jury 
and che Senate Watergate 
committee, plus a committee 
membership of 38 qualified and 
experienced lawyers. 

He sees no reason why the 
committee cannot complete its 
investigation and make a 
recommendation to the House 
of Representatives by the 
February. 15th deadline. 

In commenting on his 
recommendation, Mathias said
